•aim to dislodge the interstate com- 
merce commission from its contention 
that the judiciary has the power to' 
raise or lower rates on interstate com- 
merce, for they claim that if the court 
has authority to perform this function 
it also has the light to fix 
rates, 


which is a legislative duty.

in this contention, the railroads pro- 
pose to attack the constitutionality of 
the.new law upon the ground that the 
court is assuming me functions of 
congress when it regulates rates. 


This fight against the commission 


is one of long standing.

ernment ownership of railroads.

LANDMARK GOES 


A Frame House That Has Stood On 


North Water Street Nearly 


Forty Years.

Trees in Front Planted

Shockley Nearly 40 Years Ago. 


A land mark is to disappear fiom 
North Water street. The frame house 
which has stood for nearly forty years 
at No. 541 is to be moved away. That 
house was for many years the Pah- 
ineyer residence. Fred Pahmeyer still 
owns the property and it is his inten- 
tion to put a two story brick building 
on that site. This building will have 
a depth ot forty feet and will contain 
two business looms.

of lifting the old

foundation in prepaiation of moving 
Last evening D. C. Shockley was an 
nterested spectator of the work and 
commented upon the fact that hp and 
Joseph Mills built that house in 1856. 
Mr. Shockley was also reminded of 
he fact that

the house was 


built he planted three trees in,front 
of that site. The day he did that> he 
caiiifd all of the trees at one time 
on his shoulder to that number .inrt 
planted them. Now only 'one of the 
rees remain. When planted almost 
orty years ago that thiee was perhaps 
no larger than a man's wrist. Yestei- 
lay when a tape was stretcher! arouml 
lie tiunk it pioved to be five feet, 
ime inches m 
firtumferenrp. The 


ther trees are gone. One oi them dis- 
appeared many j'eais ago, no one 
leeiris to know why or how. A few 
•ears ago the second was cut down 
because the trunk was falling in de- 
cay. 


But the size oi the trees is not the 


only reminder of the flight of time. 
The way the real estate has increased 
in price Is an indication that many 
yeais have elapsed. 
The increase in 


ptice too shows the wisdom of get- 
ting hold of cheap real estate and 
keeping it if there is any reason to 
expert that the town will ever grow. 


When Mr. Shockley purchased the 


two lots which he no\\ owns in that 
block he gave tl">0 for one and $200 ior 
the other. Now those vacant lots arc 
estimated variously as worth fill the 
way fiorn $100 to $150 per foot.
